TWIN FALLS - Through war and 
peace, Te \7 Kim’s birth certificate has 
changed with the times. 

it was a liability in 1975, when her 
mother hid the document from _ 
invading communists in 
Camhodiii. fearing they would 'UUi 
execute the family for being 
educated. 

This year, it was a treasure, 
discovered among the rubble at 
the family's abandoned home, 
fragile evidence of a relative 
everyone a.ssumed dead. 

Kim was 20 years old when the dicta- 
tor Pol Pot forced her from her family 
and into a lalwr camp. Figluing disease 
and starvation, she eventually fled to 
Twin Falls in 1985 by joining a U5. war 
refugee resettlement progr^. 

nioiigli certain her family was dead, 
Kim clung tu hope that her mother and 
sister hadn't died as 1 million others had 
under the Khmer Rouge, a regime 
recently deposed by a new government. 


Then in January, a friend iravx-Iini; in 
Cambodia discovered Kim’s family alive 
and well in the Cambodian capital. 
Phnom Penh, where they were growing 
old and wondering about Kim's fate. 
Through tears and disbelief, Kim tele- 
phoned the voices of her past.

“That day 1 can't sleep," Kim said. “I 
call Cambodia around 11 o'clock and 
(say) ilello, mom?' and we stop.

After finding 
it in their old home that was vaciiled dur- 
ing the war. they presented it to U.S.

Hot the certificate, a brown rolling 
form with frayed creases.- »vas a ticket to 
nowhere. According to Kim and docu- 
ments provided by her lawyer. Mark 
Stubbs of Twin I'alls, U.S. immigration 
said it was too old and "not registered 
with the proper civil authcBrity,” and 
_ therefore, was insufficieni pnxit 
of liie family's lineage. 

^// Increiliiloiir. lull mult-ierred, 
Kim and her luisliand, Soc Kim, 
scraped together SlO.OllI) and 
flew 10 Cambodia in search of a 
new birth certificate. Both earn 
modest wages at Si/zlcr resiaii- 
rant in Twill Falls. 

They braved the trip, continually on 
edge. At one point liiey heard distant 
gunshots. Another lime, they were sur- 
rounded by beggars in Phnom Penh, 
clamoring for mimey.

Batt creates advisory board 
for Juvenile Corrections

BOISE (AP) — Idaho's newest 
state agency, the Depanment of 
Juvenile Corrections, will get 
help in making policy dcosions 
from a new atfslsory board. 

By executive order. Gov. Phil 
Batt during the week created the 
new Board of Juvenile 
Corrections. Batt sees it as an 
independenr agency to provide 
recommendations bh financial, 
policy and administrative mat- 
ters. 

The Legislature created the 
department to deal with what 
lawTnakers saw as a soaring rate 
of juvenile crime and offenders. 
Some of the funaions previously 
handled by the Depanment of 
Hei^ih and Welfare ivere handed 
to the new agency. 

Its first director, former 
Rexburg legislator Michael 
Johnson, resigned earlier this 
year and was replaced by Brent 
Reinkc, former Twin Falls 
County commisaoncr. 

“An independent body would 
provide a unique per^-ctive on 
the development of goals, stan- 
dards and measures to evaluate

the effectiveness and efficiency 
of the Depanment of Juvenile 
Corrections and its programs," 
the governor's order said. 

The board is to be made up of 
three dtixens appointed by the 
govcnxir and the chairman ^ the 
House Judidaiy, Rules and Admi- 
nisnaiian Comnuttee and the Sen- 
ate Judiciary and Rules Com-tnit- 
tcc. Rep. edia Gould, R-Buhl, cur- 
remiy heads the House panel and 
Sen.

•Tt’.s not too often you go into 
conditions like an 80-degrce 
pool.” said Tom Tracy, health 
and htncss'training coordinator 
for the Idaho Department of. Law 
liiiforcument, I'lt's usually going 
to he nasty, cold, dark, danger- 
ous. Arid those arc limes where 
you really have to evaluate the 
situation.’' 

But wen a clear, clean, heat- 
ed pool can make studcnl.s 
think about what they would 
face in taking the leap to save 
lives, 

Thu compact car hangs from a 
2-ton winch and rolls out over 
the pool on a rail. Tracy then 
lowers it to the bottom, 10 fuel 
deep. The car’s engine and flu- 
ids have been removed and 
metal ports painted over to 
avoid rust. - h. 

Students practice diving to die 
automobile, opening a door and 
pulling a dummy to the surface, 
mindful of possible spinal 
injuries or broken bones. Al the 
^pool's shallow end tlioj; perform 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation. 

Tracy said Washington .state 
authorities have a similar apiura- ' 
tus. but they arc rare around the 
cuuniry. 

Extensive research on sinking 
vehicles hy the Michigan State 
Police has found most will flout 
for two 10 three minutes on aver- 
age if tlie windows are unbroken 
ami -seals are intact. Tlie problem 
is that many roll down a slope 
into the water, crumpling the 
roof. 

A vehicle normnlly noses down 
toward the river bottom because 
of the weight of the engine and 
extra metal in front. If it sinks 
less than about 14 feet, it may 
land on its tires. Any deeper 
than that and it u.sually rolls on 
its cop. 

"Some people erroneously, 
think there’s a pocket of trapped 
air ill the vehicle,” Tracy said. 
“All that air gets forced out 
through the seals and the mink." 

On -av(.rage. it takes a healthy, 
solwr individual le.ss than 10 sec- 
onds to open a seat belt, roll

down a window and leave the 
vehicle. 

"The fact is, you better have 
your seal belt on or you most 
likely will be unconscious when 
you hit the water, and then 
you're dead,” Tracy said. 

“A lot depends on time in the 
water and a person’s individual 
response time. If it’s typical 
Idaho river water, 40 to 45 
degrees, you go hypothermic 
very quickly. It’s a matter of min- 

The icy waters of snow-fed 
rivers arc just a.s perilous for of ft- - - 
cers. 

“The cardinal rule i,s maintain 
the safety of the rescuer,” Tracy 
said. "A good lifeguard -never • 
goes ia the water. They try and 
reach something to the people or 
throw something to them. 

"The car — while it’.s o sexy 
toy, and fun to show people, and 
all the cadets want to do it — I 
tell them it'sihcTca.si likely tiling 
they're going to do, compared 
with throwing a ring buoy or a 
throw bag.”’ 

Each Idoho State Police vehicle 
is outfitted with a throw bog — 
about 70 feet of nylon rope coiled 
in a bag that ploys out as it flies. 
Some troopers also have 
acquired ilicirown lifejackets. 

About 160 cadets from city and 
county. departments throu^iout . 
Idaho take four hours of water 
safety during their Peace 
Officers Standards and Training 
course. Sttup- troopers also train 
ihcrci 

Non-swimmers ore not 
required to undergo training in 
the pool. But everyone realizes 


they almost certainly must Iw on 
the scene within minutes after an 
accident or watery rescue efforts 


are tn vain. 

"Police oftentimes are the first 
responders to an accident,” Tracy 


said. “Wc also tell them to learn 
the hi.stories of. their area, 
because where water emergen- 


cies have happened in the past 
arc where they're going to hap- 
pen again."

Hussein’s biggest gamble ever 


WASHINGTON — Along the 
vaulted corridors of the Old 
Executive Office Building and in 
— State-Oepartmont-Kuicesr-^S. — 
officials pondering the escalating 
clash with Iraq contend that the 
turning point was a confronta* 
lional speech last spring by U.S. 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albriglit. 

But behind the ontebellum pih 
lars'of the National Defense 
University here, Persian Gulf 
gums argue that Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein went on the 
~offensivtLin-order.to.protcct.his_ 
.weapons of moss desiniciioD, the 
tools of intimidation by which he 
can reassert his power at home, 
in the region and eventually the 
■ world. 

And in the smaU, sterile offices 
, of the CIA, analysts say the Iraqi 
leader is merely playing a varia- 
tion of his long-standing “cheat, 
and retreat” strategy, the cyclical 
provocations designed to probe 
his latitude with the United 
Nations, undermine the United 
: States and rally support at home 
; and in the Arab world. 

Througliout Washington, views 
vary widely about why the 
United States, nearly seven years 
afteca.rqusing military victory, is 
yet again challenged by aggres- 
sive behavior from Iraq. Each 
view is a piece contributing to the- 
bigger puzzle of what motivates 
Hussein. 

But on one thing pundits and 
policy-makers agree; The latest 
crisis is in many ways Hussein’s 
biggest gamble — most of all 
because so much is at stake on so 
many fronts. — - 

"When faced with a difficult 
situation, Saddam is a proven 
risk-taker. And sometimes, when 
he's in a particularly tight spot, 
he is.most willing to take the 
biggest risks,” says Kenneth M.

East Policy. 

“But this dme, he’s trying to set 
a tremendously -important prece- 
dent, which, if it succeeds, will 
undermine much of whot has 
been achiev.cd by the U.S. and 
U.N. so far.”

centuries under the dense jungle. 

Rescued Belgian ornithologist 
_lean_de Coninck s aid Friday that 
the stone city was'"larger and 
more imposing" than the nearby 
pre-Incan ruins of Gran Fajaten, 
which are dominated by the jim- 
glc'-slirouded mountains. 

The'ciiadel of Gran Fajaten 
dates back to 2000 B.C. and was 
occupied until it was conquered 
by tile Incas in the early IGib cen- 
tury, said archaeologist Adrian 
Mendora, director of I’eni’s 
National Institute of Culture in 
the central district of San.Manin. 

'Hie area is 360 miles north of 
Lima, the capital. 

Gran Fajaten was discovered in 
1965 by American e.vplorer Gene 
Siivoy. It is regtirded as one of tlie 
most important pre-Columbian 
ruins discovered since the 


Ainericnn explorer Hiram 
Bingliam found Maebu Ficcliu in - 
1911. 

Many expeditions have gone to 
the Gran Fajaten area in searcli 
of the lost city of El Dorado, 
wliich legend lias it is filled witli 
gold, Mendoza said. 

Coninck Siiiii the expediiiim 
found large iiuantities of gold ore 
near the mins.

Spence is right: Celebrate 
Idaho’s feisty individualists 


Wliga outsiders j;ib Idtdio for heins 
borne in kooks, celebrity lawj’cr Gerry 
Spence advises Idahoans to reply, "We 
are the home of freedom.” It's not a bad' 
ie.siMinse. 

Over the years, Idaho’s reputation for 
freedom has attnicted the troublesome 
;Iikes of the Aryan Nations and Spence’s 
;former client, while separatist Randy 
iWeaver. It’s a fair ciuestion whether 
:freedom was what attracted those 
.folks, or if it was jasi our remote loca- 
don ami our mostly white )K)puIallon. 

Blit never mind, Spence is basically 
rifdtt. Idaho, like niudi of the West, is a 
plac^ where iwople can still live as they 
like, relatively uninhibited l)y nosy 
neighbors and meddlesome govern- 
ment. If that attracts a few kooks, that’s 
a cheai) price to pay. 

America has always tolerated a cer- 
tain amount of goofltallisin in return 
for liberty. It was Voltaire, a French- 
man, wlio first said, “I disapprove of 
what you .say, but Hvill defend to the 
death your riglu to s;iy it,” but Ameri- 
cans have made his idea their own. 
Spence paraphra.sed it when he stiid of 
the Weavers, “I don’t agree with any- 
thing they stood for, e.xcept their riglit 
to stand for it.” 


If you vsttm freedom., you have to tol- 
erate a certain amount of eccentricity. 

Freedom is partly a function of popu- 
lation density. Junked rarsin your fnim 
yard arc less likely to Ixnher the nei{dt- 
ixirs if you live on a hack road than if 
you live in Manhattan. 

Spence calls Easterners "the walking 
dead." ’llie remark is neither kind nor 
fair. Still, it’s true that the West was 
populated largely by people .who 
couldn’t stomach the confines of urban 
life. It retains .some of that role today. 

Westerners have a chicken-and egg 
relationship with personal freedom. 
Our relatively -wide-open spaces and 
wide-opei'T attitudes attract people who 
want to 1)0 left alone. And becau.se the 
people who live here dicrish freedom, 
we resist encroadtment on our riglus. 

It’s only natural dial we attract more 
than our share of loose cannons. Tlie 
Weavers. ’Ilie Aryans, nie militiamen. 
Bo Gritz and his ftillowers. {/\nd .some- 
times Gerry Spence, too,) 

Idalio's atmosphere of freedom and 
tolerance guarantees us a vibrant mix 
of individuali.sts. Spence is right: Our 
yca.sty, feisty mixture of lifestyles and 
viewpoints should l>e a source of pride, 
not siumie.

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Deregulation will raise Idaho power rates 


N ovemiHtr is the month we all 
associate with 'Hianksgiving. 
Km we will not I>etii:uiking 
Congress diis year if it moves 
on a current federal bill that 
raises electricity prices ft>r consumers 
horo in Idaho. 

■ llie bill, s)>oiisore(l by Rep. Schaefer - 
of Colorado, .seeks to deregulate the elec- 
tricity industry. Km acconlingma new 
Department of Energy study, what the 
hill most likely will do is raise «mr rates. 

litis recent report from the DOE ctm- 
chide-s that for all the talk alxini coiiip.eli- 
. tien bringing lovvcrjiricesjintl .IJtmersLir^ 
vice to consumers, &haefer’s bill cotild 
actually mean higlier prices for us in hla- 
ho by putting the lmv<osi jxtwer pro- 
<hiced in tnir region up for grabs. A 
worsKase scenario, according to the re- 
p<>ri, has our rates rising by as mnch as 
36 percent. 

Here in ItUtlio. we have some of the 
cheapest |>owcr in the nation. With iiie-X- 
jKiisive iiydroelvi trie eitergj- plants, we 
cm ho|»e to enjoy these low prices for 
4|iiite a while, even thougli our electricity 
market is ciurenily "regulated.’’ Under 
the |>cnding federal bill, once mir markri 
is deregtilaied, our cheap power will lie in 
demand in «>ther regitins of the country. 
With an open mtirket. we will iK-gin e.v 
IMiningour electricity to other states like 
California and even into Cinad;i, where 
electricity is much nuire ex|M.tisive. 



Why do we lose? First, electricity is tun 
like other coimnodiiies, The cost of gen-

Under -the current .state regulation, that 
IHiw-er stays within a legally determined 
local market. Bui tlie federal legislatiun 
mandates that consumers outside our re- 
gion have e(|iial rigliis to bid for thai^ 
|)owcr. 

As Idaho increase.s exjuiris of cheap 
|X)wer tuhiglier-cosi states, it will force 
ibe more exjtetisive generating plants in 
oiir region to increase production, driv- 
ing op prices here. 

InCaliforttia, however, pricey will drop 
iK-cause the tivewge cost of power there 
is much higher than here in Idaho. As 
our cheap liydroelectric power makes its 
way down to Los z\ngeles, their more e.x-

All tills does not mean that competi- 
tion is entirely bad, Most every stale in 
tile country has already begun the dereg- 
ulation process, many passing legislation 
or enacting regulations, Wliai the DOE" ' 
report tells us is that the many regions of . 
• the country are different ami, therefore, 
must l>e iuimlled differently. Compeci- 
(ioii in one form may work in tlie South, 
while Ollier niies may he needed in tliu 
Northwest. What is not needed is the 
one-size-fit.s-all sohiiion like the current 
bill in C ongre ss. 

■Tr'ihelenufargtit’Ci’nmcnrrenllj'tvanrs — 
consumers to benefit from a coinpelitive

.set their own rules. Idaho should not 
have to subsidize California’s energy 
needs, The DOE report is jiisi the latest 
example of federal micro-managing, in 
this case by Conga-s.s.

the Party of the Uisi Ciuise, for nearly a 
century. Smiihem Democrats were nmst- 
ly conserv’aiive, hut .still die-hard 
Democrats. Even if they leaned toward 
Kepiihlicans for president, for les.ser of- 
fices they reflexively voieil agaitisl the 
Yankee parly. • ' 

AltlimijJi the most visilile Democrats 
have been liberal nonlieniers, it was 
sotithenters who hulked up the majorities 
that gave them prominence. In I9.'i3-G4, 
the last time tlte pre Giniuich GOP iield 
the Ilou.se, its ratio was a narrow 222-213.

. theifCsimpascs.TheTimcssiory 
concerns another bab^- that was 
bam and died in a batiiroom, like 
the oncln New Jersey whose 
birth and brief life recently inter- 
rupted, but only for a matter of 
minutes, the mother's prom. 

This mast recent (liiat we know 
ofl ln.stnncc of infanticide 
ocoirrcd in Quecas.Thu Times 
reports that "Ms. Martinez told 
investigators she gave birth while 
sitting on iltc toilet. Ms. Martinez 
told tltcm that site let the baby (all 
into the water, w’hcmher daugli- 
ter cried for several seconds wliilc 
her arms and legs flailed.”

1 luwcver. pliysiulupcal facts 
ciin contribute to philosopbical 
conclusions. Since 1872 California 
law lias held that "aciiild con- 
ceived, but not yet bum, is 
deemed an exi.-ning person, so fiir 
as nccessiiry for il»e child’s inter- - 
csts in the event of subsetjuent 
binli," Now California’s court has 
said liiis: Although it is ‘‘tautologi- 
cally tnie" that a fettis is "iusepa- 
nihlo" from its mother, the fetus 
is legally distinguishable. It seems 
to have, in the logic of ilie Liw.

T\V1N FALLS - Like many newcom- 
ers to political office, Elaine Steele .

MIU'ORD, Utah (AP) — 'niere 
is nothing else like it in the world 
— a giant farm factory ciuirning 
out 5,000 slaughter-ready hogs u 
week with cnnveyor-lwlt precision. 

Some stiy Circle I'our I'strms is 
the first, and maybe ilie last, of 
its kind. 

The operation is the country’s 
largest so-called integrated hog 
farm. By the end of the decade, if 
uli goe.s as pliinoed, it will Iw the 
world's largest, capable of pro- 
ducing 2.5 million hugs a year 

Now, some 30,00() gvnccjcally 
selected sows, each good formtye 
than two litters a year, are artifi- 
cially inseminated. Alter wean- 
ing, the piglets are moved to giant 
mirseries where they arc given a 
special diet until tliey reach 50 
pounds. Then they are trans- 
ferred to ‘Ifini^im,” hams twice 
the length of a footRiiirncia con- 
taining nearly 4,000 hogs apiece. 

Automatically fed and watered... 
the liogs grow to roughly 250 
pound.s in 120 days. Then they 
are herded into tnicks and driven 
nine hours to the Famier John’s 
slaughterhouse and packing facil- 
ity outside 1 j)s Angeles. 

Fn>m birth to slaugluer, the hogs 
never ;ue out of dexirs. In order to 
reduce the |X)ienlial spread of di.s- 
ease, svorkers mast siiower and don 
clean overalls before entering a 
Ixmi. Quiu-aniines of a few hours to 
three days are required for tho.se 
traveling iKlween biuus.

“But I think it would have 
helped if that club had been in 
place,” said Tim Wiser, whose 
daughter, Erin, was one of the 
dub's founders. “He could have 
talked to somebody.”

Some of that owed to 
his relative inexperience at the time; 
Moorer was* making only his 13th 
appearance as a huavjiveight. More of 
it, no doubt, had to do with the unin- 
spired performances that had preceded 
him; all five of Moorer’s decision wins 
had come since the southpaw moved up 
in doss. 

But Holyfield didn't help things mudi 
by regarding Moorer so lightly. In the 
days leading up to that bout, he talked 
about fighting Lennox Lewis to unify 
the title, about fighting Mike Tyson 
when he got out of prison, about fitt- 
ing anybody but the man he was to fight 
that Friday night.

His struggle '

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - 
Hrcnda Gentry would join other 
students in the stands at tiny 
Central College to watch the foot- 
hall team on fall Saturdays, 
althou^i her interest was a little 
more personal. 

Her husband. Chris, was a 
resen-e defensive end in 199S, a 
junior on a team that would go 
undefeated in the regular season 
and win the Iowa Conference 
diamplunship before losing in 
the NC/Vf\ Division HI playoffs. 

That season was the last time 
-she sjiw tier husband play. And it 
was the last time Chris Gentry 
wanted to play - until this season. 
Urenda w.is diagnosed with non- 
Hodgkins lymphoma in January 
1996 and died the following 
October at age 21. 

Gentry, who dropped out of 
school to care for his wife, has 
struggled to readjust to life in the 
year since she died. But his 
- return to the school and team has- - 
lieen an inspiration to the rest of 
the Flying Dutchmen. 

‘Tm getting used to being 
alone," Gentry said. “It’s taken 
me a long lime to quit noticing 
the first thing when I woke up in 
the morning thiU I was tli.ir.only 
one in bed or that I was the only 
one in my apartment. It was a 
siniggle." ■* 

Me said bis wife had been his 
"N(k 1 fan, especially in fiwiball" 
and would have wanted him back 
on the field.

Such loons arc growing more popular 
in Southern California, llicy have been 
available in this area for almost two 
yvnrs fmm the Money Expres.s, a mort- 
gage broker with offices in Twin Falls, 
Numpa and Boise, said David Willis, 
Twin Falls office manager. 

Supporters say z'ero-doivn loans pro- 
vide another option for people to get 
j into a home. Doubters note that buyers

Consumers still \vur\' 
of recovered market 


NEW YORK — Stock investors look 
some big steps tow.mi taming tlie lie.ir 
market tiiis past week. But consumers 
saw the wliites of its eyes, leading some 
economists to worry tiiat houselioUIs will 
cut their spending and send the market 
— and the economy — back into a 
srviMin. 

Retailers are re-evaluating their holi- 
day .stiles projections. Home Iniyers are 
stalling before they close their lieiiis. 
And the bond market, which in the past 
few years has only cared ahmit the 
threat of inflalion. is suddeiiiy trading as 
ihmigii its opposite — deflation — were 
a possiliility. 

“This economy in many ways has 
depended on the stock market for con- 
sumer spending,” said David A. Levy, an 
economist at the Jerome Levy- 
Economics Institute in Mount Kisco, 
N.Y. Given that many consumers are 
overextended on credit, “ymi could liave 
a very substantial correction in con- 
sumer spending which could darken the 
outlook for the economy in general." 
Ix-vysaid. ' 

This past week the Dow Jones iiulus- 
trials iKHinced liack from liieir .spcctaai- 
lar 554-point drop of Oct. .,27 before giv- 
ing up ground again Tliiirsday ami 
Friday. There's still cause for concern, 
economists said. 

Wliile bonds and stocks liave tended 
— in1he•pas^seve^^l-yeH^l-fo■tl'odl.-il!-lite— 
same direction, tlie two, markets liave 
"decoupled” as investors shifteil iiuuiey 
out of one market and into the oilier. 

Market analysts believe the iletmi- 
pling signals that investors are now less 
\^rrie([ th at inf l aiion will t pikkl y erode^ 
” bon’d gains, and more concerned ahoul 
deflation, whicli would be luisiiive for 
bonds hut cut corporate profits anil 
eventually stock values. 

“From the liond side there’s ail tliis 
euphoria about a deflation," said llati 
Laufenberg, chief U.S economist at 
American Express Advisors, "altlimigli 1 
woitld argue that tlie homi nuirket is 
probalily iivurreactiog as well.” 

Somewhere hetw'-en the two 
uxtreme.s, however, is a middle chat has 
subtly siiifted, As consumers see muuii 
less spectacular growtii in their stock 
portfolios and nut wonii, they are likely 
to puli in the reins ti hit on .spending, 
especially on expensive items like real 
estate, economists stiid.

Do your computer a favor anci lose those annoying icons

Hey, you! Get off of my taskbar! 

Lately, it seems every time I load a 
new program onto iny computer, the 
software wants to .stick a little icon 
onto my Windows 95 taskbar to remind 
me it’s there. 

Unless you know how, it’s hard to 
shake these icons loose. They insert 
themselves into your computer’s start- 
up instructions, launching themselves 
automatically. Among other annoy- 
ances, they make you wait longer for 
your macliine lo finish booting up. 

If you’re a Macintosh or Windows 3.1 


user, you might never have .seen a 
taskbar before. It’s a handy part of tlie 
Windows 95 operating system that lets 
you e:isily keep track of what’s ninning 
on your system. 

Active programs are denoted by a 
big slot on the taskbar. Anytliing run- 
ning in tile background shows up as a 
little icon. 

A few weeks ago, I had more taskbar 
icons than you could shake a .stick at: 
from Fagoo, the Internet voice messjig- 
ing software; from ICQ. an Internet 
buddy list program and fn>m MSNBC’s 
News Alert, an application that col- 


tecis headlines. 

When I downloaded and installed 
Microsoft’s Interiiel Explorer 4.0, it pul 
four icons on my taskbar. Quarterdeck 
Corp.’s CleanSweep Deluxe depo.sited 
three icons. 

Even Wei) sites gei into the act. 
When I installed tlie snfiware needed 
for Disney’s Daily Blasi. it left a little, 
red bull, emblazoned wiili a bright yel- 
low “D” on my taskbar. 

All right with the icons already! 

I suppose you could give icon cre- 
ators the benefit of the doubt. ’Iliey, of 
course, would argue that icons do com- 
puter users a service liy sliowing ivhich 
programs are wailing lo jump into ser- 
vice. 


Bui I have found out llie lianl way 
lliai leiiing too many icons clutier up 
my taskbar is a sure route to .system 
crashes. Frograms running in tlie liiick- 
ground still consume memory ami pro- 
cessing power. One too many gave my 
computer seizures. 

Mosi all of these programs, by ihe 
way, can he launched indivicliially — 
and consciously — by going throiigli 
your Start Menu. 1 prefer that to pro- 
grams that launch' by themselves.

Halloween, cooler weather in late October help boost retail sales

Idaho’s legion of newcomers adapts to our Western ways

BURLLY — Dave Jones missed the 
stop signs. 

. .“When 1 first >eaUlOtti around the 
area, I could nut believe the money 
spent on slop signs on tlie .<«]dom-used 
railroad spur southwest of town.'* said 
Jones, an IIIinoi.s native who moved here 
in 1989. “In other area.s of llte cmintry. 
there are railroad crus-sing signs, but nut 
• stop signs. 1 soon realized where they 
saved money — by not installing stop 
signs in town.” 

“I stay off the side streets of Burley 
iKKause I do not like pla>*ing dodgcbail 
irith my car." 

Welcome to Idaho, stranger, where 
the natives know the riglit of way. 

“I know what it’s like to be an 
IdalKKin and I know wh.nt it's like to l>e 
an immigrant to Idaho," said Baxter 
Black, the Arizona-based cowboy 
humori.st, author and syndicated colum- 
nist. 'Teople who are moving in up 
there are just tryin' to fit-in, even 
though sometimes they look pretty 
funny doin’ it." 

Nearly 150,000 people who weren’t 
Idahoans in 1970 now proudly — or at 
least tolerantly — wear “Famous 
Potato” license tags. It’s a transition 
that's been bumpy.' 

“When Idahoans talk ahoui all the 
Californians, they're really talking 
■ about how inucii their lives have 
changed, atui not always for the iK-tier," 
said Tom Trusky, director of Boise State 
University's Center for the Ikwk and its 
Hemingway Western Studies Center. “If 
you've live:! in. s;iy, Caldwell, Ik)i.se used 
to be 2-t miles and LS minutes away. 
Now it’s -IS minutes in bumper-to- 
bumper tniffic." 

It’s not that Idaho manners and 
morals are so radically different from 
the nation's as a whole, but they're defi- 
nitely practiced at a different ptice. 

"Tlie .state ased to advertise Idalm as 
“thcTl'tct: that America-used to be," 
Tnisky sjiiii. "Well, that’s why a lot of 
“people have come here." 

Mostly, the newcomers adapt remark- 
ably quickly, said J<ihn C. Carlson, pro- 
fes-sor of sociology at the University of 
Idaho and u specialist in rural Idalio atti- 
tudes. 

“The altitudes of people who move 
here tend to reflect the attitudes of peo- 
ple wh<i already live here,” he said. 
"And I think you could say that the atti- 
tudes of the natives tend to move closer 
to those of the newcomers. 

"Bul l wooldn’l .say they ever really 
-cornu togctlier.” 

“In the '70s, when it was clear that 
Idaho was going to grow, a lot of people 
assumed that the newcomers would 
make the state m<ire liber.il,” said Jim 
Weatherby, director of the Public

Idaho’s Nez Perce and Bannock coun- 
liusrloiig lonely redoubts of Democratic 
strength in Idaho, are examples. In the 
past two elections, they’ve swung 
sharply Republican. 

“That’s a trend throughout the 
Iniermountain West," Weatherby said, 
“'liie people who live in the region as n 
whole are conservative, and the |H)lilicaI 
gap iKiween them and the West Cckisi is 
growing larger.” 

For all the economic upheaval of the 
past two decades, the values of small- 
town Idaho have changed remarkably

"They’re both very tragic 
events hut they have totally dif- 
feretit eliolopies (causes).’’

be due to unrecoRnized child 

—abuse. 

In total numbers, however, 
fatal child abuse may be more 
common than SIDS. About 2,000 
■'“Ueatlis are’officiallyascribcd to- 
chiid abuse annually by medical 
examiners, but experts in the 
field believe the number is clos- 
er to 5,000, said Robert Reece, a 
pediatrician who is director of 
professional education at the 
Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty m 
Children. More than 3 million 
cases of suspected child abuse- 
arc reported each year, and 
about one-third are substantiat- 
ed. 


Expert: Contact child’s doctor 
if you have suspicions of abuse

child is injured. Was it an acci- 
dent «)r abuse? 

It’s a (jiiestion more parents 
may Ik- asking these days, given 
the case of Louise Woodward, 
ihe llritisli au pair who was con- 
victed last week of second- 
degree murder in the death of an 
8-monlh-old baby in her care. 

but there’s not always an easy 
answer, according to a group of 
experts gathered at Hasbro 
Children’s Hospital in Provi- 
dence Mpnday to hear from Dr. 
Elissa benedek. a national 
-expert on child abuse, trauma 
and neglect. 

benedek, a reknowned foren- 
sic psychiatrist who is .spending 
three days as a visiting professor 
at the brown University School 
of Medicine, said parents .should, 
contact their child’s doctor if 
they have any reason to su.spect 
physical or sexual abuse. 

“If you have any reason to be 
suspicious, check out your suspi- 
cions," she said. 

Sunietintes, she said, there ore 
obvious signs of potential abase. 
For example, she said, “if your 
child says he hates his baby sit- 
ter and he's covered with bruises 
wlien he comes home." 

but other signs are more sub- 
tle: unexplained injuries, behav- 
ioral changes, bniises in inappro- 
priate places on the body, such 
as the back or stnmacli. 

Dr. Deborah U>wen, a pediatri- 
cian will! the Child Protection 
Pfngrum at Hasbro Children's 
•ilospitalrsaid oncof-the-first- 
ihings medical experts tiucstion 
in cases of suspected physical 
abuse is whether an injury is con- 
sistent with tho story of what 


supposedly happened to the 
child. 

For example, she said, "it’s 
very common fur a 3-year-old to 
trip on a toy car aad break a leg. 
But if you get a four-month-old 
and they said he tripped on a car 
and broke his leg, that wouldn’t 
make any sense ln;causc he’s not 
;valking yet." 

Parents should be aware of 
their children and question 
unusual injuries, she noted. For 
example, it’s common fnr young- 
sters to have bruises up and 
down their shins from playing. 
“But think about it; Kid’s don’t 
get bluck-and-bliie marks on 
their backs or on their abdomens 
because they don’t fall on that 
part of their body." 

So if a child has a bruise nn 
his or her stomach or back, ask 
what happened to the child, she 
said. 

“If your child is in the care of 
somebody else, you have to be 
able to and you have to feel free 
to ask questions of the caregiver 
. and a.sk how each injury 
occurred," Lowcii .said, “And if 
you don’t get nn acceptable 
answer for an injury, then you 
iiavc every riglit in the world to 
be concerned and look into it," 

Sometimes there are no out- 
ward physical signs of abuse, 
but a parent may notice changes 
in the child's behavior — 
whether it’s acting up, or an 
onset of bedwetting, or changes 
in appetite and sleep patterns 
— that could indicate the possi- 
bility of abu.se, noted Laureen 
D'Ambru,-llic siaie-of Rhode 
—Island’s child advocate. These 
symptoms can be obvious even 
in babies, who aren’t old enough 
- to talk and verbalize what’s hap- 
pening.

Myths obscure lives of real cowgirls " 
- who pioneered-freedom for women

Wholesome yet wild, hard- 
working hut with satin shirts to 
die for, the cowgirl is arguably 
the great American heroine. 

To many, she’s ju.st a figment 
of siiow biz nr a recent, financial 
necessity on the struggling fami- 
ly ranch. 

She’s the fringed harrel racer 
at the rodeo squeezed between 
the “real" events, the men's 
events. Or else she’s Betty 
Hutton as Annie Oakley war- 
- ._Jjling— Vou Can't Get a Man With - 
a Gun" while demurely losing a 
shooting matdi to her future hus- 
band in “Annie Get Your Gun.” 
But \vhile the cowlxiy has lieen 
thoroughly mythologized, inflat- 
ed, deflated, analyzed and appro- 
priated, no one doubts his actual 
existence — either out on the 
frontier or in the generations of 
working ranch hands wlio suc- 
ceeded iiim. 

Tlie same should Ik; true of the 
cowgirl. She was there. She is 
there. A list of ranchers in 
Spanish Texas in 1795 includes 
the names of 10 women, who 
owned one-fifth of the region's 
cattle. Lizzie Williams (1843- 
1924) was one of Texas’ most suc- 
cessful cattle dealers. Sally Skull 
has a historical marker in her 
n.ime near Refugio, Texas, com- 
memorating her life as a whip- 
• cracking, gun-toting horse trader. 
Molly Goodnight, co-founder 
with her husband, Charles, of the 
famous JA- Ranch in the 
Panhandle, rode the trail to 
Dodge City and owned her own 
herds. 

And by the tvay, the real <\nnic 
Oiildcy won that shooting match. 

■ The cowgirl was part of the 
West, homesteading, ranching, 
panning for gold, bounty hunt- 
ing. working the railroad — and 
she helped shape the later image 
of tile West in movies and in 


rodeos as a professiopul sports 
figure. 

CowgirLs in fact, were the first 
professional female athletes to 
organize (the Girls Rodeo 
<\ssociation, formed in 1949). 

A number of books the past 
several years have come out 
about real ranebwomen, rodeo 
riders and their more legendary 
sisters, including “Cowgirls” by 
Candace Savage (Tun Speed), 
“Cowgirls: Women of the 
American West" by Teresa 
Jordan (Bison), "By Grit & Grace: 
_Ii!even .WnmenJiVhq.Shaped.tbe 
American West," edited by 
Glenda Riley and Richard 
Etulian (Fulcrum) and Joyce 
Gibson Roach's revised version 
of her 1977 classic "The 
Cowgirls" (University of North 
Textis). 

There’s even a new children’s 
book of hand-tinted photos, 
“Cowgirls," by Bob "Daddy-0" 
Wade (Gibbs Smitli), ns well as a 
collection of paintings and 
sketches celebrating an eternally 
spirited, mythic cowgirl by the 
North Texas painter Donna 
ilowell-Sickles, "CowfyrI Rising" 
(Greenwich Workshop). 

Beginning with Roach's hnok, 
several of tlie.se hi.stories argue 
that not only did cowprls have a • 
hand in the West (and iu later 
packaging), they aUo pioneered 
a new freedom for women. 

When Susan U. Anthony and 
other 19th-century feminists 
were articulating their principles 
of emancipation in the East, 
working ranchwomen already 
embodied those Ideas — out 
West, 

"Cowgirls, whether they real- 
ized it or not, were doing with 
their bodies what Eastern femi- 
nists were doing with language 
and education.’’ s.iys Savage. 
“People press their cases in dif- 
ferent ways, and the working 
class often lues'body talk.’"

If the cowboy legend can 
include gunslingers (who actually 
ita(l little to do with the cattle 
industry),' then cowgirls can cer- 
tainly accommnd.nte what today 
we'd call “gender .outlaws.” 
Thc.se are the only two women 
popularly admitted into \Ve.siem 
m^hology: 

Belle Starr 

Bom Myrtt Bell Shirley in 1848, 
she was a pas.sionaie Confederate 
and involved with William 
QuantriU’.s Raiders, the outlaw 
guerrilla outfit thauincluded- 
Frank and Jesse James. Her 
brother was a member and she 
married one, too, who was killed 
by lawmen. 

A crack shot and expert rider, 
a lover of outlaw Cole Younger 
(by whom she had a child), Bello 
later married Sam Starr, a 
Cherokee wiio oivned a ranch, a 
bandit hideout, in Indian 
Territory. Known for her plumed 
hat and velvet riding skirt, site 
fancied herself a “bandit queen," 
and was once convicted of horse 
theft. But her notoriety really 
took off only after she was .shot in 
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influence each child's binchem-' 
isiry, and therefore (heir tem- 
perament and bcharinr, in differ- 
ent ways.

Contrary to whai many par- 
ents think, treating siblings “fair- 
ly” does not diminish sibling 
rivalry. Quite the contrary, it 
does nothing but aggray.ilc the 
potential. Parents should strive to 
treat siblings unfairly, with recog- 
nition of tiw respect for their dif- 
ferences.

number oi^sciennsts_doubt the 

~1ohg-ltel3'bclief that humans have 
a genetically programmed “maxi- 
mum age" of 120 to 125. 

Tliey soy there may be no limit 
lu our lifespan. With itealthicr liv- 
ing and a few medical advances, 
we may be able to push the 
boiindurics, 

At the least, living to 85 or 90 
.soon should become routine, and 
many more of us will reach the 
century mark — without years of 
debilitating illness. 

“A lot of people always said, 
■\Vho‘d want to live to be 100?' 
Well, if you're healthy and active, 
you'd want to,'' says Ken Manion, 
a Duke Univenity demographer. 

Manton says he tries to pnicrice 
what he preaches, adhering to a 
better diet and exercising more. 
“I'm like evetyeme else," he says. 

*T want to live a long lime." 

The single best way to live 
longer is to inherit good genes. 
Short of that, human ingenuity 
has helped. 

Our average age has climbed 
from 47 in 1900 to 76 today, 
ihank.s to healthier living, better 
medicine, and vaccines and sani- 
tation that have wiped out killer 
infectiitus di.seuses. 

The ranks of the elderly are 
climbing rapidly. About 60,000 
people topped age 100 last year. 
Four million beat 85, almost dou- 
ble that of 1980. 

By 2020, t!ie-U.S. Censu.s— 
Bureau expects 214,000 centenari- 
ans and 7 million to 8 million peo- 
ple over 85. One in nine Baby 
Boomers may live a century. At 
the end of World War II. only one 
in 500 made it. 

Picture your lifespan as a ro.id 
riddled with pothole.s. Dodge one 
and your lifespan ticks up. 

As kids, tile threats are infant 
diseases, accidents and parents 
who kill. Young adults succumb 
most to accidents and infectious 
disease (led by AIDS). Middle- 
agers mu.st beat heart disease and 
cancer, twin killers that decimate 
those in their 60s and 70s.

So wliai if the morning sky is 
overcast and the fields are 
muddy. A dozen or so older folks 
enther at a produce farm in 
Itvine, Calif.7puIl'o'rrtlieir Imotsi 
grab baskets or sacks and start 
up the rows oT fruits or vegela- 
— hies HI Orange Ckjunty Produce.! — 

The gleaners have come. 

On weekly Wednesday forays, 
they pick what has been left 
i)ehind by the harvesters — good 
food that otherwise rots or must 
lx; plowed under, food to feed the 
hungry. 

As they pick, the gleaners 
socialize. Tliey st<x)p, they reach, 
tliey pluck from trees, vines, 
plants. Soon mounds of healthy 
food appears, whatever’s in sea- 
son: green beans, cofn, squash, 
cabbage, celery, oranges, 
Anaiieim chiiies, strawlwrries. 

Some gleaners deliver their 
(0 food dLstrihtiiinn.cen' ' 
lers. Others plunk their harvests 
in Chuck Brain's old truck, lie 
takes them to I'ullertoii 
Inierfaiih, along with day-old 
bread he collects from the 
Pavilioas store in Irvine. 

Everyone goes home happy 
and strangely unweary after all 
that hard work. . 

“It's satisfying-to s;ilvnge wh.it 
normally goes to waste, and to 



help people in need, " Brain says. ' 
“Tlien, too, it feels good to be out- 
doors ,ind with'pcople svho soon 
lxx:ome old friends." 

Brain, 72, of Placentia, Calif., 
directs the senior unit. He Ixtgan 
gleaning 10 years ago, when he- 
retired as a computer program- 
mer. More women than men 
glean, he says. They come from 
all walks of life. Sometimes 
schoolchildren on field trips join 
them. 

Brain occasionally lends a hand 
at regular Saturday gleanings 
that attract several hundred peo- 
ple of all ages. And he also helps 
gninddaugliier Kelly Bamhard, 9, 
in her “Green Team" gardening 
project at Golden Elementary in 
Placentia. 

Gleaning has ancient roots th.it 
go back to limes when people col- 
lected grain left behind in the 
fields. .'\.G. Kawamura and his 


wife, Dianne, gave ihc idea a 
modern twist at their Orange 
County Produce farm a decade 
ago, when the plight of the home- 
less and'hun'gry'lbUchedThclr 
minds and hearts. 

"It’s amazing how Ji^y people 
-are thrilled to volunteer 
ers," Dianne Kawamura says. 
"It's heanwarmir^ Older people 
especially like being in the fields. 
Iliose who don't pick sit and sort. 
And all enjoy c.ich other’s com- 
pany while they do go<^ deeds." 

liic Kawamuras estimate il»t, 
since the program’s inception, 2 
million pounds of produce has 
been channeled to Second 
Harvest Food Bank in Orange. 
Calif., for distribution to agen- 
cies, soup kitchens, homeless 
shelters :tnd senior centers that 
feed 430,000 local people at risk 
of going hungry.

Program matches seniors, homeless pets 


OIUANDO, Fla. — A year ago. 
several months after her hus- 
band died and one day after an 
anempicd home burglary, Marge 
Kobb called the Orlando 
Humane Society- A lifelong dog 
lover, she was looking (or hath 
companionship and proiectioa. 
She found bath in a golden 
retriever-chow mix whose color- 
ing reminded her of the saltwater 
taffy she loved as a child. . 

"I was in a deep state of 
mounting. 1 cried a lot," recalled 
Kobb, 75. of Orlando. "Taffy 
sensed that, and she would go 
ihmiigli crazy antics to make me 
laiigli. llicn rd hug her, and we’d 
go for a walk. 1 haven't cried 
since, except for the nnnivcrstiry 
of Ills death. She ha.s made a won- 
derful companion.” 

Tlie benefits of pet companion- 
ship for senior citizens have been 


well-documented. Studies have 
shown that elderly pet owners 
have lower blood pressure, lower 
cholesterol levels and fewer med- 
ical visit.s Ilian their contempo- 
• raries who live without pets. 

The benefits aren’t just med- 
ical. "Many seniors live alone, 
and having a pel gives them the 
responsibility of taking care of 
somebody beside themselves. 
They’re not sitting around feel- 
ing sorry for themselves," said 
Mary Beth Lake, animal care 
supervisor for the Seminole 
' County (Fla.) Animal Shelter. 

But not everyone is as fortu- 
nate as Kol)b. who lives in her 
own home with a fenced-in yard.

n mcricans spent S57.3 billion on il- 
legal drags in 1995. according to 
a study that will be released to- 
morrow by the nation’s top anti-drug 
oftlcial, retired Army Gen. Barry R. 
McCaffrey. Bad as it sounds, that is 1 
down more than a third from the 
S90.4 billion that Americans spent on 
such drags in 1988. McCaffrey told 
us. Perhaps not coincidentally. 1988 
was the year the Office of National 
Drag Control Policy, which McCaf- 
frey now heads, was created by Congress. 

McCaffrey said more than half of the drug mon- 
ey in 1995 — S38 billion— was spent on cocaine. 
fThc new study estjnuiesthat up to415 metric tons 
were available in America that year.) In addition. 
S9.6 billion was spent on heroin. 57 billion on 
rrurijunna and S2.7 billion on other illegal drugs. 

What could that S57.3 billion have bought? It 
could have provided a four-year college education 
for a million young Americans, or 22 billion gal- 
lons of milk for undernourished infonu. or a year’s 
worth of child care for 14 million youngsters.

This meant that many 
ifthcir findings could shed light on the 
lilntcnts of women in general. And since 
hey were dealing with health profes- 
ionals. the researchers could go be- 
yond simple questionnaires. One year, 
espondents sent in blood samples. 
Another year, the study collected 65.000 
■ct-s of toenail clippings thal. when an- 
alyzed. provided information about di- 
etary habits and mineral absorption. 

“We just started on eye disea.se com- 
ponent of the study about five years 
ago." said Sue Hankinson. an a.ssiKtont 
professor at Harvard Medical School 
and a co-director of the study. Tlie work 
that she and her colleagues began sug- 
gests that a diet high in ted and yellow 
vegetables may reduce the risk of 
cataracts and other eye ailments. 

"We’ve had phenomenal cooperation 
over lime “ said Speizer. The re.searchcrs 
rely on that cooperation to check the ac- 
curacy of their data. If a nurse has had 
a health problem, they may contact her 
health-care provider — with the nurse's 
permission — to confirm the report. That 
sort of diligence has yielded important 
findings {see “What We’ve Learned"). 

"We’ve had the biggest explosion of 
information about colon cancer in the 
last 1 5 years." said Dr. Graham Colditz. 
also a co-director of the Harvard Nurses' 
Health Study. “Wc’n: now probably able 
to prevent 80 percent or more of colon 
cancers." In other areas, the study has 
helped absolve oral contraceptives as a 
major cause of cancer and has confirmed 
the role of diet and exercise in main- 
taining health. 

Dr. SjKizcr said he and his colleagues 
never forget that the nurses made these 
discoveries possible; "It is because' of 
them that we've been able to do things 
that no one cl.se could match."

Matcl Dawson Jr. is an 
extraordinary ordinary gentle- 
man. Now 76. he has worked 
at the Ford Motor Co. since ! 

1940 — long past the time he 
could have taken a .^0-ycar re- 
urement. On the salary of a 
rigger/forklift driver, he has 
managed to donate more than 
$800,000 to colleges, church- 
es and charities since 1991. 

In recognition of his gen- 
erosity. Wayne State Univer- 
sity in Detroit presented him 
with an honorary degree Ixsi 
year. "I wish~my ixircniTliad' 
been there to sec me gradu- 
ate." he says. Daw.son has an 
eighth-grade education. 

How did Dawson manage 
to accumulate $800,000 to 
give away? By working and 
.saving as much as he can. He 
cams about S23 an hour. He 
also began heavily investing 
his savings in 1971 mostly in 
Ford and other blue-chip 
stocks. At first he got advice 
from friends. Then he stoned 
reading stock market reports 
in the Detroit newspapers and 
The Wall Street Journal. Last 
year he paid taxes on a total 
income of $ 1 5 1 .000. includ- 
ing investments.

"I a lot ofnspcct for him,** says 
Dawson about his father, who died at 70. 
Matcl enjoyed school but had to drop 

out to work. Delivering orders 

for a dnigsmre. he earned $750 
a week. At 17. he had $40 in 
the bank. "Saving had become 
part of my life." he says. 

He spetks without bitter- 
ness about the discrimination 
he faced in the Deep South. 
“Mkicr. segregation wa.s ev- 
erywhere." he says. "Signs on 
drinking fountains. lavatories, 
train stations, bus stations, 
waiting rooms, everywhere: 
■White only.’ ’Colored only.’ 
You couldn't stare at a white 
person. You had to move off 
the sidewalk when they came 
through. They might drive by 
and throw something, or they 
would call you ‘nigger.’ And 
sometimes you heard about a 
lynching." From his parents 
and cfaureh. he le ar ned to cope. 

When be turned I9.-Daw- 
sen left home. In 1940. he was 
hired by Ford to run a press, 
making car doors. His pay 
was SI. 15 an hour. In 1968. 
Dawson became a rigger, the 
job he still holds. Using a 
forUifL a rigger places parts 
and supplies (weighing up to 
too tons) onto pallets for de- 
livery throughout (he plant 
Dawson gets up each day 
at 4 xm. He reports to work 
an hour before his 7 xm. to 
3 pm. shift When he puts in 
overtime, which is often, he 
stays until 7:30 p.m. Dawson 
works 48 to 60 hours a week. 
He also works most Saturdays 
and holidays, and often skips

He has been helping others for a 
long time. From his first check at Ford. 
Dawson bought suits for two of his 
brothers. He provided for the materi- 
al needs ofhis parents and other rela- 
tives. “Whenever anybody needed any- 
thing. he was there." says Joyce Carter, 
one of Daw.son’s nieces. 

When Maicl and his wife. Hcrmcia 
Davis, divorced 22 ycars ago. he do- 
nated three apartments (valued at 
S.IO.OOO) in his building, which he 
owned, to a charity for the homeless. 
Maicl and Hcrmcia have a daughter.

In 1991, Dawson donated S30.(XK) 
to the Detroit office of the United 
Negro College Fund, which supports

'■Some say I'm crazy for 
giving this kind of money 
away.” he say.s. “but wc need 
to support black students, 
black colleges.

At present, he has given 
$240,300 to the UNCF. 
SI07.IMK) to his church, and 
more than SKXl.OOO to other 
churches, the NAACP. civic 
groups, friends and rclalivcs. 
Last year he doruted S200,0(X) 
to Wayne Slate to provide 
schoIarJiips for three studenLv 
He stipulated that they be giv- 
en without regard to race or 
gender. He also gave S30.(X)0 
for the school's Keith Collection, adc- 
pository of historical information on 
black lawyers and judges. He chose 
Wayne State because it Is near his home 
and has a diverse student population. 

This year. Dawson gave SI00.(KK) 
to Louisiana State University fora 
scholarship in iionorof his parents. As 
he did with Wayne State. Dawson 
asked LSU to give the money to both 
white and black students. "We arc all 
Americans." he notes, "and should all 
be treated equally." 

Despite his giving. Dawson worries 
that a cixss of pcrtnancntly unemployed 
and unemployable people is develop- 
ing in the black community. "A lot of 
people oh welfare don't warn lowwk." 
he says. “You should get them trained 
at a skill and then cut welfare off." 
Also, he frets over the violence and drug 
use among black and white youths. 
What advice would he offer'J "Gel in 
the books and stay there." he says. 

Has Daw.son readied ihcUinjt.sofhis 
giving'? "I don’t think so." he replies. 
"My giwl is to help LSU again." Daw- 
son plans to give the scIhmI SI 00.000 
for a scholarihip in his name next Fdi- 
roary. in honorof Black History Month. 
"I'm on a mission to fulfill my parents' 
dream." he says. "They wanted me to 
be something, to stand for something.” 
At Wayne State tiiis year. Dawson 
met Tanisha Clay, a scholarship winner. 
Tlie 20-yc:ir-old junior plans it>bc an 
engineer. "Many people who have 
much more don’t give anything to help 
others." says Clay. "He's a sweet man. 
I am truly blessed." IB

A + B = 30. But because beasts have four 

feet and birds have only two feet.' wc alw can’ 

rea.son that 4A + 2B = 100. Solving the equa- 
tions shows us that there arc 10 birds and 20 
bea-sis, for a total of 30 heads and 100 feet. 

- Isn’t it obvious that we can no longer 
permit 500 sealed boxes (more com- 
monly called “luggogo”), any of which 
might contain an explosive device, to 
accompany 250 passengers on an air- 
planeP Why not Just ship all those 
scaled boxos in a separate cargo plane?

I think the idea is so good that the airlines must 
already be evaluating it. Passengers could 
travel with only the most minimal carry-on 
bags — like a purse, briefcase or backpack — 
all of which would be searched by hand.
